BY-LAW NUMBER 5-70 


A BY-LAW REGULATING THE OPERATION OF 
SNOWMOBILES IN THE TOWN OF DESERONTO 


THAT OPERATORS OF SNOWMOBILES in the Town 
of Deseronto shall be subject to the following reg- 
ulations: 


|. SPEED limit shall not exceed 15 miles per hour 
at any time. 

2. SIDEWALKS and FOOT PATHS shall not be used 
at any time except to cross over at right angles or 
approximately 90%. 

3. PRIVATE PROPERTY shall not be used at any time 
without the permission of the owner. 

4. There shall be no unnecessary noise such as idling 


and exessive revving of engines. 

5. ALL LIGHTS and BRAKES shall be in good working 
condition. 

6. COURTESY and CO-OPERATION with the PUBLIC 
must be exercised at all times. 

7. AFTER 10.00 P.M, entering and leaving the Town 
shall be by the most direct route possible. 

8. ANY PERSONS contravening the provisions of 
this BY-LAW shall be guilty of an offence and on 
summary conviction shall be liable to a fine of 
not more than $50.00 for each offence. 

9. THIS BY-LAW shall come into force and effect 
immediately on the passing thereof.

The att- 
endant who pumps a few cents 
more after the pump shuts off 
automatically just wants to 
round the total out to an even 
number to make change easier. 

But even the most careful 
attendant can't always shut 
off the hose before a spurt of 
gasoline pours out over your 
fender. And he certainly can't 
do anything about the gas that 
surges out onto the road as 
you drive away. 

Even if the average loss is 
miniscule - as low as one 
hundredth of one percent - 
that would total enough wasted 
gas in Ontario to keep an 
average driver on the road for 
more than a century.
